STATE OF SIEGE 
IS 
ORDERED TO END 
UPRISING

Rio De Janeiro, Nov. 2 5. (ZP)— 
President 
Getulio 
Vargas, with 
backing of his senate and cham ­ 
ber, placed the whole of Brazil in 
a state of siege tonight to crush a 
leftist uprising. 
As planes, warships and troops 
were pressed into action to quell 
a bloody revolt in tile north, the 
senate, in an emergency 
session, 
approved a 60-day slate of siege 
by a. vote of 25 to 3 and tho pres­ 
ident quickly put the m easure in 
force, 
A few hours earlier the chamber 
of deputies had approved the dras­ 
tic resolution, voting 155 to 69. 
Tho 
declaration 
divested the 
nation of many of its constitution­ 
al guarantees for tho third time 
since Vargas took office five years 
ago at tho head of a revolution.

“ T here is proof of the intention 
to implant a Communist regime,” 
he asserted.

ried and I won’t want the baby 
th e n / ” 
Vlemminck 
has readily admit­ 
ted during frequent 
questioning 
that ho was the 
father 
of

daughter’s baby. 
The

than was 19 years old. 
T h rew Baby In River 
The prisoner, recently sentenc­ 
ed to 12 to 15 years imprisonment 
for taking indecent liberties with 
a four-year-old child, related that 
he placed the Greatrex baby the 
nurse handed him on the floor of 
his car tightly wrapped in a coat. 
“ I was scared to go home,” ho 
said. “ I m ade up my mind to get 
rid of it. . . . Finally I looked at 
tho baby and it was dead. I drove 
down to tho foot of Chon© street. 
I threwr my coat, the baby and all 
In the river.” 
Vlemminck said h e did not know 
until two days later that the baby 
was not his dau g h ter’s, but that of 
Greatrex. 
It was the latter wMio 
letected th o substitution when he 
returned from his wife’s funeral to 
claim the son she had 
died 
in 
bearing. 
Greatrex, a rubber plant work­ 
man, sobbed today when informed 
of Vlemminek’s confession. 
He 
spent all his savings in search for 
his son, hoping against hope that 
Vlemminck’s story he had given 
the baby for adoption “to a couple 
from Pennsylvania” was true. 
“ I had hoped this would end in 
a different way,” he said, 
tears 
streaming down his face. “ I al­ 
ways thought some day I would 
find my son alive. I had to believe 
that fellow’s story. This is a terri­ 
ble blow', but I’m glad to know the 
truth at last.” 
The Vlemminck baby was plac­ 
ed in an orphanage here. 
The prosecutor's office has not 
decided what action it will take 
against Vlemminck.

p h o n o system of communications 
[was traced In an interesting talk 
delivered by O. Sundquist, manag­ 
e r of the Roll Telephone company, 
at. th e regular meeting of the Ki- 
jwanis club at the Sherman hotel 
[yesterday noon. 
Mr. 
Sundquist 
stated that a 
^French 
inventor 
experimented 
with a device to tra n sm it sounds 
in 1854 and 
a 
German, 
named 
(Roes, also did some w o rk 
along 
this line in 1861. Rees was able to 
perfect an instrument 
for 
the 
transmission of pitch, bu t was u n­ 
able to convey the spoken word, 
he paid. 
Appreciable success was not at­ 
tained, however, until Alexander 
G raham Bell, completed his 
ex­ 
perim ent in Juno, 1875, and soon 
th e re a fter exhibited his invention 
ut the Philadelphia exposition, fol­ 
lowing which it received wide ac­ 
claim. 
Mr. Sundquist said t h a t in 1876 
G raham was granted a patent and 
Avi t h a t same 
year 
a 
two-mile 
Tr ansmission line was set up 
be­ 
tween Boston and Cambridge. This 
was later extended to 12 
miles. 
Mr. Sundquist described the diffi­ 
culties with 
noise 
interference 
t h a t were encountered and what 
.steps were taken to solve the prob­ 
lems. 
T he 
greatest progress in tele­ 
phony has been m ade within the 
last 15 years, 
according to Mr. 
Sundquist, who listed such devel­ 
opm ents as the phantom circuits 
and other devices for multiplying 
tho use of circuits, giving 
great 
economy in the outlay for m ater­ 
ials and equipment. 
He also ex­ 
plained how the installation of re­ 
peater units has served to 
a m ­ 
plify tho voice so th a t one may 
h ear distinctly over long distances. 
Tho 
American Telephone and 


Telegraph company’s laboratories, 
employing about 2,000 persons, in­ 
cluding noted scientists, is always 
busy experimenting in the hopes 
of improving 
the 
service, 
Mr. 
Sundquist said. Out of this labora­ 
tory w ork has resulted in 
many 
useful devices, such as the artifi­ 
cial larnyx, 
talking movies and 
wirephoto, he said. 
Concluding his talk, Mr. Sund­ 
quist cited statistics on the growth 
of th e telephone industry.

TALK REPEATED 
FOR ROTARIANS 


Background of Constitu­ 
tion Outlined for Club 
By F. H. Baldwin 


Events that led up to the adop­ 
tion of the Constitution 
of 
the 
United States and the basic prin­ 
ciples embodied in the provisions 
of that document, were the sub­ 
jects of n thoughtful and interest­ 
ing address, delivered before mem­ 
bers of the Escanaba Rotary club 
yesterday by F. H. Baldwin. 
The 
address was first delivered by Mr. 
Baldwin on Constitution Day and 
favorable comment that it attract­ 
ed resulted in the speaker being 
invited to repeat it before Rotarl- 
ans yesterday. 
The address gave 
evidence of a painstaking study of 
the events that preceded tile for­ 
mation of the Constitution, which 
for nearly a century and a half has 
withstood nil major assaults and is 
recognized today as 
the 
master­ 
piece of all 
governmental 
docu­ 
ments written by man since time 
began. Mr. Baldwin’s study of this 
highly interesting subject was lis­ 
tened to with the closest attention 
by his audience of yesterday and. 
at its close, tho speaker was show­ 
ered with congratulations. 
Tho speaker’s resume of tho his­ 
tory of tho colonies 
tho gradual 
development of an appreciation by 
the leaders of those times of the 
need for a central government and 
the final break with tho mother 
country, 
which 
made imperative 
centralized action, was interesting 
and informative. 
Ho stressed the 
years of thought that finally were 
expressed in tho completed docu­ 
ment by statesmen of that day and 
then laid before his audience the 


basic principles of the Constitution 
itself. 
He argued that to disturb 
any of these basic principles would 
wreck tho intent, of what is con­ 
sidered by all historians to be the 
most perfect rule of law ever de­ 
vised for a free people.

Any hu nte r w ho has vie w ed th e th ou s an ds 
and th ou sands of acres of w aste lands, all 
covered with fo r a g e that 
w ould provide 
ample spring, s u m m e r and fall feed for 
ma n y tim es th e nu m be r of deer now in th e 
peninsula and an y hun ter w h o 
has 
at­ 
tem pted to pe ne trate th e miles and miles 
of dense sw a m p areas, w’here th e 
deer 
“ yard u p ” in the winter, w'ill not be at all 
worried ab out an a bu ndan ce 
of 
winter 
feed for all the deer that, under any c o n ­ 
ditions, would be draw n to th ose areas.

Only 133 Men Return 
To WPA Jobs in Delta 


Delta 
county’s 
WPA 
program 
made little progress yesterday. 
Several projects were launched 
but strikers coaxed most of the 
workers into laying 
down 
their 
tools. 
Only 133 worked the lull 
day. 
Two hundred and four men 
started work on road projects at. 
Osier, Perkins and Cornell, hut only 
94 completed the day’s work. 
WPA officials charged that strik­ 
ers interfered with the work of a 
crew of 34 men on a road project 
at Ford River, which was contrary 
to an agreement 
made 
between 
them and the grievance committee 
of the United Workers of Delta 
County. 
It Is alleged that tile men on the 
Ford River job were first approach­ 
ed by a half dozen members of the 
union, who urged them to quit. The 
men insisted they wanted to work. 
it is said, and that then the strikers 
came to Escanaba and 
returned 
with several automobile loads of 
sympathizers. 
It is reported that 
the strikers molested the workers, 
grabbing their tools and also get­ 
ting into their way, finally forcing 
the crew to quit. 
Union officials 
claimed that the workers finally 
agreed to Join the strike. 
Assault Alleged 
Authorities are looking for Luke 
Burlies of Escanaba, who is alleged 
to have punched Vincent McBee In 
the jaw when the latter persisted 
in working at a sewer construction 
job in the city. 
Barnes, it is re­ 
ported. fled to Menominee after the 
assault. 
Throughout the county, only 133 
men remained on tile job tile lull 
day, it was estimated at the WPA 
offices. 
About seven hundred re­ 
mained adamant to tile invitation 
that they return to 
work,

WPA officials explaining

mand by the men for reduction in 
the work month from 140 to 88 
hours and a IO per cent Increase 
In the basil' monthly wage, which 
is now $44.

Workers of Delta County and WPA 
officials Is planned today. 
Efforts 
are being made to have Lansing 
officials eterne bere to mediate the 
strike. A. T. Sweet, Iron Mountain, 
regional director of

Works 
Progress Administration, was ex­ 
pected to come here this morning. 
Asked to Return 
Inviting the strikers to return to 
work today, S. N. Harrod, works 
manager of the l>elta County WPA, 
Issued the following statem ent yes 
te rd a y : 
“I want to state clearly the posi­ 
tion of your local WPA office with 
regards to labor and the hours and 
pay. 
I wish to state that this of 
flee has no jurisdiction whatever 
over the hours that the men are 


asked to work, neither have we 
any tiling to say about tho scale of 
wages paid. 
"All matters of 
adjustment 
of 
hours and wages must come from 
Washington or the state adminis­ 
trator, as they are the only officials 
who have any authority to deal 
with these two subjects. 
“It might be well to go back pos­ 
sibly six months to the time when 
the president was endeavoring to 
get through congress an appropria­ 
tion to carry on this emergency 
work. 
lf we recall correctly, it 
took the president 
a 
matter 
of 
about four months to get this ap­ 
propriation of $4,SOO,non,OOO for this 
purpose. 
After 
this 
amount

money was appropriated, came tho
